Why should you recycle
C&D?

The Massachusetts Department of
Environmental Protection (MassDEF) has
implemented waste disposal bans on many of
the materials generated during construction
and demolition including: Asphalt Pavement,
Brick and Concrete (ABC), Wood. Metal and
Clean Gypsum Wallboard

Many businesses recycle these materals because it saves them money on waste disposal
costs. Recycling is also good for the planet and your local community because it helps conserve
valuable resources, reduces pollution from production of new materials and creates new jobs.

Building renovations and demolition represent a significant opportunity to separate matenals for
reuse. Mis-orders, slightly damaged goods, or left over materials can be salvaged threugh
reuse  There are several non-profit organizations in Massachusetts that take donations of
reclaimed building materials. Learn more about deconstruction and denation and how to
organize these projects.

The US Green Building Council's Leadership in Efficiency and Environmental Design (LEED)
program has become an impertant standard in building construction. A main objective of LEED
is to minimize waste generated in the construction process and it requires documentation about
the materials generated at the job site and how they are recycled.

How do C&D materials get recycled?

There are many haulers and C&D processors who can help you recycle or reuse C&D materials
in Massachusetts. C&D recycling allows the reuse of those materials and also helps to reduce
the cost of managing these matenals.

Once in a C&D processing facility, the different matenals are separated, managed and recycled
